Decision To Stay in Conference 
Interpreted as End to Schism Threat 


SAN FRANCISCO—Open warfare flared here this week between the Jewish Survey and B’nai By G. M. COHEN 
Brith Community Committee and the Joint Zionist Council following the release of a letter to the 
British consul from the Survey Committee declaring its disapproval of the picketing of the British ©" isolationism in the Jewish community and in a historic session 
Consulate by Zionist organizations. 


In a sharply worded letter to the Surve 
representing ten local - 


Council 
groups declared: “Your people lie 
sick and bleeding, and you apolo- 
gize to the representative of the 
British government. . . . Is this 
Jewish leadership? Is there cour- 
age or dignity in what you have 
done? We think not. We protest 
and repudiate your action and we 
eall upon the Jewish Community 
of San Francisco to join us in 
this repudiation.” 

A statement from the Survey 
Committee clarifying its action 
said: “. . . The picketing of for- 
eign consulates for political pur- 
poses is against the policy of the 
United States. . . . Such picket- 
ing may give rise to international 
incidents having unhappy reper- 
cussions. ...” 

«|, IT ILL BECOMES JEWS,” 
the statement continued, “to be 
the creators of any such unhap- 
py international relations frowned 
upon as they are by international 
law.” 

The picketing of the British 
Consulate occurred three weeks 
ago, two days before a mass meet- 
ing sponsored by Zionist and La- 
bor groups, called for the opening 
of the doors of Palestine. 





Protest as War Dept. 
Won't Give JWV Guns

Isadore Zabotinsky, command- 
er, said he was informed by the 
War Department that only organ- 
izations on the approved list for 
such souvenirs were the Ameri- 
can Legion, Veterans of Foreign 
Wars, Grand Army of the Re- 
public, U.S. Blind Veterans of the 
World War, Navy Club, Spanish- 
War Veterans, Marine Corps 
League and Disabled American 
Veterans. 

“We were certainly taken aback 
by such a reply,” said Zabotinsky. 
“The blood shed by our soldiers 
was the same color as the blood 
Shed by other soldiers. We can- 
hot understand why any discrim- 
ination should be shown to the 
Jewish War Veterans. We are a 
national organization and we 
want to be recognized as such.”

Aitack Sarafand Camp 
Largest in Palestine

JERUSALEM—Unidentified ter- 
rorists, dressed in RAF uniforms, 
atacked Sarafand military camp 
—largest British installation in 
Palestine. The terrorists bombed 
the gate leading towards Rishon 
Lezion and escaped with a truck- 
load of arms, after one British 
soldier and a woman were in- 
jured. 





Fourteen armed Jews entered 
the camp in a three-ton army 
truck. They overpowered the 
guard at the ammunition dump 
and began loading ammunition. 
They were recognized after a 
small amount of ammunition was 
placed in the truck and exchang- 
ing fire with the guards, fled. Be- 
fore leaving the attackers left 
an explosive charge which de- 
stroyed the tent housing the am- 
munition. 


CINCINNATI, O.—Reform Judaism definitely turned its back 


on the second day of the Biennial Council of the Union of American 
Hiebrew Congregations dealt anti-Zionism a double-blow from which 
it may never recover. 

It was a'‘thrilling climax to a long standing threat of schism 
within the ranks of Reform, and it ended once and for all, albeit 
in a very democratic manner, the hopes of those who recently or- 
ganized the “Alliance for the Preservation of Reform Judaism” 
cn a national scale. 

There was no head-on decision as to Zionism because the ques- 
tion before the Biennial was the ratification of the Resolution of 
the Executive Board of the Union to continue membership in the 
American Jewish Conference and to refrain “from taking any ac- 
tion on the Palestine Resolution” adopted by the Conference. 

Yet all present, even those who took the rostrum to argue the 
merits of the motion, knew that it was Zionism that was to be 
decided. 

6 to 1 Favored Conference 

When after the counting of the vote, which showed a 6-to-1 
majority for the Resolution, Rabbi Hyman G. Schactel of Houston’s 
Beth Israel Congregation arose to ask that the vote be made unani- 
mous and Rabbi William H. Fineshriber seconded the motion, every 
one present realized that they were witnesses to an historic act— 
the defeat of the anti-Zionists and the end, for the immediate future 
at least, of any threat of a schism. 

Adolph Rosenberg, president of the Union, termed it the “great- 
est thrill” of his career in Jewish life. 

But the anti-Zionists did not yield as easily as this report sounds, 
Chey put up a terrific battle all the way through. 

Sunday night Rabbi Irving Reichert of San Francisco let loose 
a powerful attack on Zionism which he called “dangerously sub- 
versive of the welfare of Jews of every land.” He said it was “in- 
famous libel to accuse us of indifference to Jewish suffering be 
vause we will not accept Zionism as a solution to the Jewish tragedy 
of Europe. He charged that the “truculent insistence” of Zionism 
was “fraught with grave danger.” Rabbi Reichert reached the high 
point of his denunciation when he asserted that the Zionist actions 
have been “un-Jewish and un-American.” 

The fight was carried on the next morning when the meeting 
opened with the presentation of the resolution which read: 

“The Union declares that its function is to interpret, main- 
tain and promote Reform Judaism and reaffirms its loyalty to 
its spiritual purposes. 

“The Union, continuing as a member of the American Jew- 
ish Conference, declares its sense of fellowship with all Israel 
and will associate itself with all worthy and practical efforts 
designed to ameliorate the tragic plight of world Jewry and to 
assist in reconstructing those communities that have suffered 
from the ravages of Nazi tryanny. 

“Because in the congregations of the Union there are diver- 
gent opinions on the question, of Zionism, the Union recognizes 
the right of each individual te determine his own attitude on 
this controversial question. 

“We call upon our congregations and their members to rally 
loyally to the support of the Union so that its great and noble 
work may continue to enrich the spiritual life of American 
Israel.” 

Edward Tonkin of Dallas, Tex., rose immediately to accuse the 
administration of the Union of taking sides in the controversy. He 
charged that the Zionist side had been given unlimited opportunity 
to be heard and that discussion had been stifled. He made his points 
in arguing against the motion to limit debate to five minutes. The 
motion to limit was carried but almost every speaker was allowed 
ample time and after Mr. Tonkin’s charge that two Zionist speakers 
had had unlimited time on Sunday with no possibility for answering 
by the opposition, Col. Frederick F. Greenman of New Work, pre- 
siding officer who handled the session excellently, agreed to allow 
two speakers from the anti-Zionist side to speak as long as they 
wished. 

Amendment to Drop Out of Conference 

Richard C. Schloss of San Francisco, veteran West Coast anti- 
Zionist, then moved to amend the motion so that the Union would 
drop out of the Conference forthwith. 

Rabbi Morris Lazaron brought the anti-Zionist case to its high- 
est point of the morning session when he declared that withdrawal 
from the conference “won’t injure our brethren abroad.” He pre- 
dicted no peace in the Union if it stayed in the Conference. 

When Rabbi Lazaron appealed to the Zionists to “be fair’ to 
the non-Zionists of the Union, he received the heaviest applause up 
to that time. 

It was at this point that the heavy guns of the Zionist group 
were brought to bear. Henry Monsky in one of the finest speeches 
of his career, pointed to the stand taken by the organization he 
heads—the B’nai B’rith—to show how an organization can stay in 
the Conference without sacrificing its neutrality. He declared that 
the B’nai B’rith has remained neutral on the Palestine Resolution

COUNCIL SEEKS TO CAST DOUBT Elisendrath Would 
ON BRANDEIS AS AUTHORITY

PHILADELPHIA, Pa.—Nettled by the use of a quotation from 


a 1915 speech on Americanism and Zionism by the late Justice Louis 
D. Brandeis which the Zionists are repeatedly quoting to conunter- 
act the viewpoint of the American Council for Judaism, the Council 


has a number of quotes by Brandeis and Zionist leaders which are 


intended to cast doubt upon Bran- 
deis as an authority on either 
Judaism or Zionism. 

Conceding that Justice Brandeis 
was an able exponent of Ameri- 
canism, the current issue of the 
Council Bulletin starts off with 
a statement made by Brandeis in 
August, 1914, in which he said, 
“Throughout the long years which 
represent my own life, I have 
been in a great extent separated 
from Jews. I am very ignorant 
in things Jewish.” 

Brandeis’ Aid Needed 

Justice Brandeis’ aid to Zion- 
ism was welcomed because of his 
high standing in political life and 
his close friendship to President 
Woodrow Wilson, the Bulletin ex- 
plains. 

In the first conference after 
World War I held in London in 
1920, which Justice Brandeis at- 
tended, the traditional Zionists 
won out, repudiating Brandeis, 
and shortly thereafter he was 
ousted from his leadership in the 
American Zionist movement, 
Council research men Say. 

The following quotations, all 
from Zionist spokesmen, are 
brought forth by the Council to 
further prove their point. 

Dr. Weizmann in an address at 
the Cleveland convention of the 
American Zionists quoted himself 
as having said to Justice Bran- 
deis: “I do not agree with the 
philosophy of your Zionism, with 
your conception of Jewishness. 
We are different, absolutely dif- 
ferent. There is no bridge be- 
tween Washington and Pinsk.” 

Schmarya Levin, in an analysis 
of Brandeis protagonists, said as 
follows: “Their purpose is to 
destroy Jewish nationalism

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throughout the world.” 

They also quote Abraham Gold- 
berg; the Zeire Zion leader, Rab- 
inowitz; the Paole Zionist leader, 
Ehrenreich, and a number of writ- 
ers in the Yiddish press. 

Concluding, the Council spokes- 
man said that the _ repudia- 
tion by World Zionist leaders of 
Brandeis establishes their convic- 
tion that he did not know what 
Zionism was. 





Mead Wants Inquiry

Rifkind Telis Of Testimony

FRANKFURT—The immediate 


issuance of an interim report and 
the recommendation that the 
Jewish DPs be evacuated from 
camps in Germany and Austria 
directly to Palestine was urged 
upon the Anglo-American _in- 
quiry committee by Judge Simon 
H. Rifkind, adviser on Jewish af- 
fairs to the U. S. Forces in Eu- 
rope ,he revealed following his 
return from Vienna, where he 
testified before the committee. 

He expressed the belief that 
the large majority of displaced 
Jews would choose Palestine as 
their first choice of immigration 
because “they want to reach a 
place which they can call home 
—where they will be welcomed, 
not tolerated, by the native pop- 
ulation, and where they can live 
full, normal lives.” His trip to 
Palestine had convinced him, he 
said, that that country offered 
the only possible solution for the 
Jewish DPs,

CINCINNATI, O. — Pushing 
strongly for expansion of Reform 
Judaism in America, Dr. Maurice 
N. Ejisendrath, Director of the 
Union of American Hebrew Con- 
gregations, in a frank and cour- 
ageous address at the Union’s Bi- 
ennial here told the delegates 
that some Reform congregations 
were deliberately impeding the 
forming of new congregations. 


Dr, Eisendrath, after analyzing 
Reform’s position in the U. S. 
Jewish community made the fol- 
lowing recommendations: 


1. The ultimate merger of the 
two liberal Jewish theological 
seminaries, the Hebrew Union 
College and the Jewish Institute 
of Religion. “We need each other 
sorely,” he said. The Jewish In- 
stitute of Religion requires the 
‘hinterland,’ the strength which 
a more integral relationship with 
a far-flung nation-wide religious 
movement such as the Union 
would provide. On the other 
hand, the Hebrew Union College, 
and our Union itself, could use to 
decided advantage the foothold 
which the Jewish Institute of Re- 
ligion possesses in New York 
City—the largest Jewish center 
in the world. 


2. The establishment of ‘a score 
or more of Labor Synagogues 
throughout the thronging Jew- 
ish districts of our land” as an 
effective action by which we can 
“demonstrate by our deeds that 
we are something more than an 
upper and middle-class move- 
ment.” 


3. The establishment of an 
“American Jewish Calvacade” as 
the means of implementing a 
“home missions” movement. 
Through this American Jewish 
Cavalcade, cities would be visited 
“by rabbis or laymen for at least 
several days during which the re- 
spective congregations and af- 
filiates would join in a coordin- 
ated religious emphasis program 
in what our Christian neighbors 
would call a “revival’—a revival 
of which we Reform Jews are 
sorely in need. This would com- 
plement a vigorous campaign to 
win Jewry’s unaffiliated through 
the strengthening of all congre- 
gations and the opening of new 
liberal Jewish congregations. 
This program of expansion would 
envisage the establishment of at 
least twenty new congregations 
through the coming year and the 
opening of eight to ten regional

“even though the overwhelming majority of B'nai B’rith memberg 
favor a Jewish Commonwealth.” 

By the time Rabbi Silver took the floor the opposition haq 
folded completely. Rabbi Silver took the occasion to answer Rabbj 
Reichert’s charges of the night before and said he felt that he wag 
a pretty good American. 

The first vote was on Mr. Schloss’ amendment. It was defeated 
and the voting on the Resolution followed almost immediately. 

The followers of the original Houston movement to install a 
set of principles realized then and there how small was their 
support and how overwhelming was the sentiment on the other 
side. Although this group, which included men from Baton Rouge 
and San Francisco had taken part in a campaign for weeks, includ. 
ing petitions and long-distance calls and other work, they saw them. 
selves suffer a terrific defeat. 


Most Delegates Not Zionists 

Whether or not the delegates were Zionists or not could not 
be ascertained, but it would be this reporter’s guess that a majority 
were at least non-Zionists. ‘That they were swung over to the 
Zionist side probably had much to do with the plea of Dr. Maurice 
Eisendrath, executive director of the Union, and the other speakers 
that the Union must not separate itself from the rest of the Ameri. 
can Jewish community. But this realization was in itself a tre 
mendous Zionist victory. 

Whether “the American Council for Judaism suffered as a re. 
sult of the session is another debatable question. Rabbi Elmer 
Berger was the only one of the “Big 3,” composed of himself and 
Lessing Rosenwald and Sidney Wallach, who was present, but it 
could not be otherwise than that a victory for those who wanted 
the Union to withdraw from the Conference would have meant a 
victory for the American Council for Judaism. And conversely it 
must be obvious that when the anti-Zionists lost their fight, the 
American Council for Judaism was dealt a terrific blow. And 
just as the Alliance for the Preservation of Judaism will never 
recover, so it may be that this defeat will be the turning point in 
the history of the Council. 

There was no little praise for Rabbi Schachtel and Rabbi Fine. 
shriber in their magnanimous acceptance of defeat. It was nothing 
short of a thrilling exhibition, although one astute observer who 
wouldn’t care if I mentioned his name, said “ithe bandwagon is 
getting so crowded, it'll break an axle.” 

Although he was on the program for an important speech, 
Isaac S. Heiler, of New Orleans, was not a delegate from his own 
congregation, on whose board he is a long-standing and active 
member, and of which his father, Rabbi Max Heller, a leading 
Zionist of the last century, was spiritual leader for 40 years. Mr, 
Heller, brother of Rabbi James G. Heller, was named a delegate 
by the Hattiesburg, Miss., Congregation. Mr. Heller had explained 
to the audience why he was not representing his own congregation 
as part of his speech, so that the president of his congregation, 
Leon Kahn, said that since practically all members of the con 
gregation were anti-Zionists, they felt that a fair representation of 
the congregation’s viewpoint would be best accomplished by dele 


gates whose views are anti-Zionist. 





10-Point Program 
Announced by JTS

NEW YORK—A 10-point pro- 


gram to meet the need for teach- 
ers, rabbis and social workers, 
was submitted by Dr. Louis Fin- 
kelstein to the Conference of 
Conservative Rabbis at which the 
$15,000,000 expansion drive of the 
Jewish Theological Seminary was 
announced. 

The program to meet the need 
for teachers, rabbis and social 
workers, which Doctor Finkel- 
stein submitted to the Confer- 
ence, included the following: 

1. The establishment, proper 
organization and adequate staff- 
ing of 2,000 congregation cen- 
ters throughout this country. 

2. The creation of a system of 
regional organization for these 
congregations so that local rab- 
bis and lay leaders may have 
guidance and help in their work, 
and to look after communities 
and villages too small to have 
a local rabbi. 

3. The training of 2,000 teach- 
ers for Jewish religious schools,

4. The continuance of the “con- 
structive work” of the Commit- 
tee on Ceremonies” to revive, to 
refurbish and to create anew 
some of the charm and poetry of 
our faith which need not have 
been quite so cavalierly cast 
aside in the past.”

communities. 

9. The expansion of the Mu 
seum of the Seminary in its new 
home, the former residence of 
Mrs. Felix M. Warburg and the 
late Felix M. Warburg, to serve 
as a center for the supplemen 
tary education of Jewish youth. 

10. The fostering and develop 
ment of radio broadcasts of an 
educational character, along the 
lines of “The Eternal Light,” # 
supplement the inspiration and 
instruction ef the religious 
schools.

“We Will Get Revenge” 


In the corridor Kurts raised 
his fist and shouted: “I am the 
leader of all Christians on Long 
Island and we will get revenge 
for this.” 


When Isidore Ginsberg, State 
Commander of the Jewish War 
Vets, who made the original com- 
plaint leading to the arrests, en- 
tered the elevator, the mob called 
out to other women, “Don’t ride 
with those Jews.” Four women 
walked out of the elevator, and 
as the door closed, two women 
spat through the grillwork on 
Ginsberg. 


Following the elevator to the 
ground floor, a dozen women con- 
tinued to harrangue Ginsberg 
and Henry Albert, also a past 
State Commander, who was with 
him. 


Prosecutor Asks Limit 


Outside Albert J. Daubach, 33, 
head of the newly-organized Ger- 
man American World War II Vet- 
erans Association, raised his 
clenched fists at the two men, 
calling out, “This is not the end 
of this case.” The two Jewish 
men stood their ground and then 
departed in a taxi. 

J. Irwin Shapiro, Assistant Dis- 
trict Ottorney, remarked to the 
court that this was only the sec- 
ond time in his 14 years as a 
prosecutor that he had taken it 
upon himself to recommend a 
sentence. He demanded the limit, 
three years. “These men,” he 
said, “came to Queens to create 
riots and disturbance. They are 
not even sincere in their beliefs. 
They are anti-Semitic merely for 
profit. They would be equally 
anti-Catholic, anti-Negro, anti- 
Protestant, anti-anything, if there 
were money in it. This is the kind 
of poison that destroys the soul.”

Talk Court Action 
As May Quinn Back

NEW YORK—The Parents As- 
sociation, the Teachers Union, 
the Teachers Guild, the Parents 
United Against Bigotry, the 
Metropolitan Inter-Faith and In- 
ter-Racial Coordination Council 
and a number of other organiza- 
tions will bring suit in the courts 
against the decision of the Brook- 
lyn Board of Education to re- 
instate Miss May A. Quinn, the 
notorious anti-Semite, as a teach- 
er in a Brooklyn school. Many 
Brooklyn mothers have also re- 
fused to send their children to 
the school and are picketing the 
building. 

The decision of the Board of 
Education came as a shock to 
liberal public opinion of the city. 
The case of Miss Quinn was one 
of those flagrant cases of undis- 
guised, virulent anti-Semitism in 
the teacher’s profession, which 
for three years agitated public 
opinion and resulted in the sus- 
pension of Miss Quinn last Oc-

History of Quinn Case

NEW YORK—Court action 
was being contemplated here as 
May Quinn, Brooklyn elementary 
school teacher, who was charged 
with spreading anti-Semitic prop- 
aganda in her classrooms, was 
exonerated by the New York City 
Board of Education.

the formal charge against her. 





Rabbi Gets Year’s 
Trip To Palestine

Rabbi Jay Kaufman, who 
served as a replacement at 
Temple Beth El for only five 
months, was tendered a $2,000 
farewell gift in the form of a 
trip to Palestine for a year’s 
study at the Hebrew University 
in Jerusalem. The gift was 
made up of $1,000 from the 
Congregation and $1,000 from 
the Louis Silberberg family. 





The only punishment meted out 
to Miss Quinn was an official 
reprimand and a fine of two- 
months salary, but since she has 
been suspended for four months 
without pay, the net result was 
to give her two months back pay.

Judge’s Libel Suit Against Smith Attracts Attention

CHICAGO—The suit for $100,000 damages, 
charzing libel, filed last week by Municipal 
Judge Samuel Heller of Chicago against Ger- 
ald L. K. Smith, in Superior court was attract- 


ing nation-wide attention. 


Filed by Attorney Milton T. Raynor, the 
suit charges that Smith defamed Judge Heller’s 
character in statements published in “The Let- 
ter,” a private communication from Smith to 
his followers, and ‘in “certain newspapers in 


Chicago.” 


Judge Helier said that any money he re- 
ceives as a result of a judgment in the suit 
will be given to professors at the Universty 


of Chicago for distribution to 
bigotry. 


The suit cites a newspaper article quoting 
Smith as saying, in connection with his recent 
arrest on a warrant issued by Judge Heller: 

“We believe that there has been a con- 
spiracy to violate both state and federal laws. 
We believe that two Municipal court judges, 
Helier and Caplan, are involved. 

“We have instructed our attorneys to pro- 
ceed accordingly, regardless of whom it hits, 
and that includes Ira Latimer.”

Harrison Charges U. S. 
Did Little for Refugees

WASHINGTON—Charging that 


the United States did “shamefully 
little” before and during the war 
in rescuing victims of persecu- 
tion, Earl Harrison, Dean of the 
University of Pennsylvania Law 
School, told the House Immigra- 
tion Committee that he is opposed 
to further restriction of immigra- 
tion. 

Harrison said the immigration 
question is so complex that an 
intensive study should be made 
before it is attacked piecemeal, 
especially as in the Gossett Bill, 
which would halve all immigra- 
tion for the next ten years, leav- 
ing a minimum of 100 visas for 
any nationality. 

It would be extremely regret- 
table, he emphasized, if the Unit- 
ed States were to reduce present 
quotas now, when “our doors are 
only reasonably open. I see no 
possibility of solving the very dif- 
ficult and serious problem of 
displaced persons,” he said, “if 
the United States takes the lead 
in restricting immigration.” He 
warned that other countries, in- 
cluding those in the western 
hemisphere, would immediately 
follow the American example in 
reducing their immigration.

Warn British if Nazi

The warning was issued in a 
resolution adopted by the execu- 
tive council of the Zionist Fed- 
eration of Great Britain.

nouncement was made that no 
new organization will come out 
of the meeting. 

All speakers stressed the fact 
that Palestine offers the greatest 
opportunity for absorbing dis- 
placed Jews and those wishing 
to emigrate from European coun- 
tries. There was general agree- 
ment that Palestine must be 
opened to Jewish immigration on 
the largest possible scale, and 
that the settlers there must be 
enabled to develop the resources 
of the country. 

Jacob Blaustein, head of hte 
American delegation, emphasized 
that the meeting here does not 
intend to establish an overall or- 
ganization, since the problems of 
the Jews in different countries 
vary and can, therefore, be dealt 
with best by the local Jewish 
communities. At the same time, 
they pointed out that the confer- 
ence will try to reach an agree- 
ment regarding the principles on 
the basis of which the major 
problems of Jewish rehabilitation 
are to be solved. 

Earlier, Blaustein told a press 
conference that his organization 
will insist on the fulfillment of 
President Truman’s request for 
the admission of 100,000 Jews 
from Europe to Palestine. 


150,000 Vizas Offered 
By Transjordan, Report

LONDON—The Emir Abdullah 
is reported here to have expressed 
his willingness to admit 150,000 
Jews into Trans-Jordan provided 
the country is merged with the 
western part of Palestine. 

Abdullah first made the offer, 
it is reported, to Moshe Shertok, 
head of the political department 
of the Jewish Agency, when the 
two conferred in Palestine prior 
to the Emir’s departure for Lon- 
don.

The myth of the “Poor Ger- 
man” is being built up by not 
only the German people but also 
their Fascist sympathizers every- 
where to make Germany again 
a world power and a world men- 
ace, the rabbi said. 

“In the resolutions of the 
World Council of Churches, (in 
which we may be sure Martin 
Niemoeller had a hand, there is 
a very explicit and sharp attack 
aginst the limitation of German 
industry. This attack is even 
coupled with a warning that this 
policy will ‘bring ruin not only 
upon Germany but upon Europe.’ 

“On the other hand, the reso- 
lution on anti-Semitism and the 
Jewish situation is namby-pamby, 
vague, and innocuous. It voices 
the usual platitudes about how 
immoral anti-Semitism is, but 
says nothing specific of Europe’s 
surviving Jews.”

Dennen, Ziff-Davis Publishing 
Co., 165 pages. 

" ROUBLE ZONE” is one of 
a Ghia rare, because utterly 

honest, books on _ international 
politics, and therefore indispen- 
sable to any kind of an under- 
standing of the contemporary 
world scene. 

Leon Dennen is a reporter with 
clear vision, unimpeachable in- 
tegrity and strong liberal con- 
victions. He 
writes from 
first-hand _ per- 
sonal observa- 
tions gathered 
in the course of & 
traveling in the 
Balkan area and 
the Middle East 
during 1944, in 
behalf of an 
American relief 
society. 

“Trouble Zone” 
other than the Balkans, and 
hence within the sphere of So- 
viet influence, Mr. Dennen’s pro- 
test against the taboo on any dis- 
cussion of Russia’s internaional 
role is timely and valid.

THE GRAVEST criticism 
against Soviet foreign policy is 
not that it is following the iden- 
tical imperial pattern of Great 
Britain, but that wherever the 
Russian sphere of influence is es- 
tablished, in that area a police 
State is promptly created, with 
every vestige of personal free- 
dom and liberty and democracy 
as Anglo-Saxons understand it, 
brutally suppressed. Secret ar- 
rests, secret trials and execu- 
tions, of alleged “Fascists” of 
course, become the order of the 
day. 

That the Soviet Government 
always prefers to deal with for- 
mer Fascists rather than with 
democrats who cling to the 
ideals of personal freedom is an- 
other grave matter, which should 
be exposed. In all Russian zones 
liberals are proclaimed “Fas- 
cists,” “collaorationists,” arrest- 
ed and liquidated. Since Russia 
is presumed to be the arch en- 
emy of “Fascists” and “Fas- 
eism,” this may appear fantastic. 
Yet, did not Soviet Russia make 
@ pact with Hitler and did not 
Communistst all over the world 
denounce the war against Naz- 


ism as “imperialistic,” till pre- 
cisely June 22, 1940, when Rus- 


sia was attacked? 
* + * 


THE SEEDS of World War III 
are being laid now by the bitter 
rivalry between the British and 
the Soviets. The Kremlin has 
resurrected the foreign policy of 
the Czars and is pushing it with 
cunning, duplicity and intrigue, 
under the guise of Communism. 
Because the British are in an ex- 
ceedingly weakened position, are 
they forced to yield, to sacrifice 
every political ally, including the 
Jews. The more the British con- 
cede and “appease,” the more 
bold do the Soviets grow, now ac- 
tually threatening the very life 
line of the Empire, even as the 
Nazis did. Unless we appreciate 
this basic conflict, a conflict of 
interests strongly similar to that 
which brought -about the Cri- 
mean War in 1854, we will not 
understand the current interna- 
tional scene. 

Russia’s expansionism in Iran 
and in the Middle East is col- 
liding with British interests, and 
her designs on Turkey, regularly 
denounced in the Russian press, 
are also part of this rivalry. If 
Turkey resists, as she must and 
will, a world conflict is inevitable. 

Bulgaria, now as always a 
pawn in power politics, is one of 
several examples of the grim 
tragedy which befalls a country 
when it passes under Soviet in- 
fluence and is promptly trans- 
formed into a police state and 
coordinated with the Soviet pat- 
tern. Though at war with Ger- 
many, Russia did not refrain 
from declaring war on Bulgaria 
and invading the little land on 
Sept. 5, 1944, after rejecting 
every kind of peace offer. The 
three day “war”. proved a pre- 
text for unilateral action, which 
resulted in the arrival of the 
Russian secret police, occupying 
the identical premises of the 
ousted German Gestapo, and the 
establishment of a dictatorial 
regime. Liberals who opposed 
Russian tactics, and men and 
women with a democratic reputa- 
tion were branded as Fascists, 
imprisoned and murdered in 
wholesale fashion. Incredible as 
it may appear, “Russia has dis- 
placed a democratic Bulgaria 
with a regime headed by notori- 
ous pro-Fascists.” 


* . * 

“THE MARTYRDOM of Yugo- 
Slavia” gives the background of 
the Tito regime, similar in every 
important aspect to that estab- 
lished in Bulgaria. A Moscow 
puppet, Tito has _ transformed 
Yugoslavia into a police state, 
with a secret police, with secret 
arrests, trials and executions. 

Roumania finds itself in no 
different category. With the aid 
of the Soviets, a handful of 
Communists grasped control of 
the government and formed a 
coalition, not with the demo- 
cratic forces, but with the lead- 


ers of Fascism and reaction. 
Particularly revolting proved the 
appointment of Colonel Radu 
Ionescu, a fierce anti-Semite, a 
true war criminal, as chief of 
the secret police. Liberal jour- 
nalists who dared protest were 
imprisoned, and their papers 
suppressed, on the ground of be- 
ing “collaborationists.” What a 


travesty on truth and freedom! 
* . * 


AS FAR AS the Jews in Rou- 
mania, the largest single Jewish 
community in Europe, are con- 
‘cerned, “their situation is des- 
perate ... the Red Army has 
even refused to restore Jewish in- 
stitutions . . . 150,000 Jews... 
face starvation and death...a 
vast majority of these would 
love to leave for Palestine, but 
as in the case of Russia, Jewish 
emigration is prohibited.” Which 
is criminal. 

The chapter on “Palestine and 
the Jews” is notable. “Unless 
these Jews are given an oppor- 
tunity to settle in Palestine, they 
are doomed to extinction, both 
spiritually and physically,” is the 
testimony of a non-Zionist who, 
after witnessing the miracle of 
Jewish Palestine espouses. the 
cause wholeheartedly. 

Though a mere tourist, Mr. 
Dennen was privileged to feel 
British antagonism towards Jew- 
ish immigrants, and his experi- 
ences are common. Knowing the 
temper of the Yishuv, he strong- 
ly defends the use of force 
against the British, as every 
lover of truth and freedom must. 

The volume closes with an ap- 
peal to re-establish justice and 
liberty all over the earth, and 
warns that a third World War, 
more destructive than the second, 
will overtake us in the very near 
future if we do not keep faith 
for those who died for the four 
freedoms.

OME Zionist leaders in this 
country still believe that the 
forthcoming World Zionist Con- 
gress will be held in the United 
States, even though the Jewish 
Agency has decided to hold it in 
Palestine. .. . it 

CONGRESS can now be disclosed 
NOTES that members of 
the Jewish Agency 

originally suggested that the Con- 
gress be convened on a ship in 
neutral waters, “somewhere in 
the Mediterranean.” ... When the 
question of holding the Congress 
in the United States was dis- 
cussed, it was pointed out that 
it would cost more than $500,000 
to bring the Palestinian and other 
delegates to America. ... On the 
other hand, the transportation of 
a large American delegation to 
Palestine would not cost the Zion- 
ist movement any money, since 
it is taken for granted that each 
of the American delegates would 
pay his own fare and mainte- 
nance. ... Yet there are Zionist 
leaders in the United States who 
maintain that it is a mistake to 
hold the Congress in Palestine. 
... They point out that the pro- 
ceedings of the Congress, which 
usually get a “good press” 
throughout the world, will not 
receive aS comprehensive cover- 
age as usual in the American 
press if it is held in Palestine. 
. « - American correspondents, 
they predict, may water down the 
Congress by “balancing” the news 
with Arab utterances which will, 
no doubt, be made by Arab lead- 
ers in Palestine to counteract the 


_ effect of the Congress proceed- 


ings. ... They also believe that 
for political reasons it would be 
much more practical to hold the 
Congress in America than in Pal- 
estine. . . . Especially since the 
Congress will precede the session 
of the UNO Assembly in New 
York by only a week or two.... 
And finally, they are of the opin- 
ion that the propaganda value as 
far as the American public is 
concerned would be of immense 
importance to the entire Zionist 
cause were the Congress held in 
this country. ...

No library in the home of Jew. 
ish readers can be considered com. 
plete without the “History of 
Western Philosophy” by Bertrand 
Russell, just published by Simon 
and Schuster. .., 
In this volume 
one finds a good 
deal of Jewish 
history insofar as it is related to 
other religions and to modern 
philosophy. . . . The author, de 
voting a special chapter to the 
religious development of the Jews, 
brings out the fact that Christian- 
ity, at first, was preached by 
Jews to Jews, as a reformed Ju- 
daism. ... Saint James, and to a 
lesser extent Saint Peter, wished 
it to remain no more than this, 
. - - They might have prevailed 
but for Saint Paul, who was de. 
termined to admit Gentiles with- 
out demanding circumcision or 
submission to the Mosaic Law.... 
If not for circumcision and the 
dietary laws, the Hebrew religion, 
Russell says, would have become 
universal. . . . Christianity, the 
author points out, retained what 
was attractive in the doctrines 
of the Jews, without the features 
that Gentiles found hardest to 
assimilate. ...The author believes 
that the most important Jewish 
elements in Christianity are the 
sacred history justifying the ways 
of God to man, philanthropy as 
a conception of virtue, and the 
Law—since Christians kept part 
of the Hebrew Law, for instance 
the Decalogue, while rejecting its 
ceremonial and ritual parts. ... 
Another such element is the Mes- 
siah who, for Christians, was the 
historical Jesus. . . . Also the 
Kingdom of Heaven—other-world- 
liness conceivedasnot metaphysi- 
cally different from .this world, 
but as in the future, when the 
virtuous would enjoy everlasting 
bliss and the wicked would suffer 
everlasting torment. ... The au- 
thor analyzes Jewish religious de 
velopment at great length, and 
also spends considerable time in 
analyzing Spinoza’s and Henri 
Bergson’s contributions to modern 
philosophy.

Fascism Without Anti-Semitism 

Bryce Oliver, news commentator on the New York radio sta- 
tion WEVD, who speaks under the auspices of Friends of Democ- 
racy, revealed an interesting story the other day. . . . Oliver reports 
that a clash has developed between the rank and file membership 
and the leadership of “powerful Jewish organizations” ... He 
alleges that forty rabbis from Brooklyn and Manhattan “walked 
forth in silent consternation from a meeting in Willkie Memorial 
because they had been told, on high authority, that great and 
powerful Jewish organizations were not set up to fight fascism 
put only anti-Semitism. ... "In the same broadcast Oliver charged 
“two of the most influential members of the Jewish faith’ with 
having come to an understanding with Joseph Patterson, Editor- 
Publisher of the Daily News (the tabloid which features the col- 
umn of John O. Donnell). ... The understanding is based on an as- 
surance by Patterson “that no more anti-Semitism would creep 
into the columns of the Daily News. . . .” Oliver went on to say 
that “the representatives of the Jewish faith went away satisfied 
that the Jews had won a victory” ...asa result of this friendly 
conference between Patterson and the two distinguished Jewish 
leaders, the Daily News published an editorial extolling the prin- 
ciple of the “Brotherhood of Man”. ... The consequence of this un- 
derstanding was that the attack on the Daily News was called off 
and Big Advertisers were encouraged to go right ahead supplying 
the News with financial sinews for the attack on democracy and 
News circulation picked up again.”

300 VIENNA JEWS DEMAND JUSTICE 
IN 1ST DEMONSTRATION SINCE WAR 





WHILE ago my friend, Mr. O, had me 

over to his new home. It was more than 
merely looking at somebody’s new place and 
passing compliments on its conveniences. Mr. 
O’s house seemed monumental, though it- was 
modest enough in a pleasant neighborhood. 
It was a duplex apartment and the O’s, who 
are now its landlords, lived on the second 
floor. 

As he showed me around, Mr. O beamed 
with pride as he had a right to. 

I had known Mr. O about five years. I met 
him first one day when he called on me at the 
newspaper office where I worked, on some 
matter or other. 

He and his wife then had just come up there 
from Cuba they were 
refugees from Germany. 
Cuba had been a _ stop- 
ping place on their hope- 
ful way toward the U. S. 
Now, at last, they had 
managed to enter this 
country and Mr. O was 
exulting that they were 
on their way to becom- 
ing American citizens. 2 

It had been a hard road for them to the Unit- 
ed States from Germanly, by way of Italy and 
Cuba; it had taken a number of years. From 
Germany they had fled first to Italy in the 
time before Mussolini took to himself the more 
cruel practices of Hitler. 

In Italy Mr. O had begun to prosper in a 
manufacturing business when all of a sudden 
Mussolini felt converted to the idea that Italy’s 
trouble was Jews (of whom thére were a com- 
parative handful). He had discovered that their 
presence was a challenge to the new-found 
idea that Italians were supermen in the same 
class as Hitler’s Germans. 

Mr. O had to sé@l his business and leave 
nearly all his money in Italy. Then he and 
Mrs. O were off to Cuba where they had a 
precarious living and managed to make ends 
meet meagerly. They were hard-working peo- 
ple who didn’t let adversity get them down 
veay long, nor the fact that they were strangers 
in a new country. 

Well, now they had come to the United 
States and they must get started all over again. 
This was their third start since they left 
Germany.

I SAW MR. AND MRS. O frdm time to time 
later. They were both working. They were 
trying to build up a stationery business, tak- 
ing orders for stationery around town. There 
wasn’t much profit in an order for a couple 
of thousand letter-heads but the O’s were grate- 
grateful for every nickel earned; it meant they 
were getting more firmly to their feet in a new, 
strange world. 

One day I heard that Mr. O had taken up a 
new line. He was representing an Eastern 
company as an agent for iron clamps, much 
used in the manufacturing process. He was 
doing all right with them by working hard, as 
he did. He had already managed to buy a 
second-hand automobile that would enable him 
to enlarge his territory. 

Mrs. O was keeping up the stationery busi- 
ness, going around getting orders. 

Mr. O’s territory was growing. It had gone 
as far as Louisville and Indianapolis and 


there came a.time when Mr. O was traveling 
all the way to St. Louis. 

Yes, things were turning out all right for 
them. Not that they were getting quickly 
rich. (That may disappoint people who reading 
the title of this piece—“Success Story’’—may * 
have gained the notion that it has to do with 
a lot of money.) But in time the O’s had man- 
aged to save enough to enable them to think 
of buying a house of their own. 

They had been living in a small apartment 
and now they had a baby who would soon be 
running around and they must have a more 
spacious place for him. There must be plenty 
of grassy space for him to play in. 

(The O’s were not yet citizens of the U. S. 
but they already had the U. S. ideal, even 
though at the moment they might not have 
been ready to take an examination on the U. S. 
Constitution and cognate subjects required for 
citizenship. It seems to me the U. S. ideal has 
to do with just such things as Americans own- 
ing their own homes and bringing up their 
children in healthful and moral ways.) 

Now they had bought their house and were 
showing me around. Mr. O was exulting in the 
fine independence of an American who was 
the master of his house. No whim of a land- 
lord could deprive him; the O’s felt deep-rooted 
in America on their pleasant lawn. They had 
earned for themselves a share in America. It 
had taken them about five years to come to 
this. 

* * * 

THAT’S THE SUCCESS STORY of the O’s, 
in the traditional American pattern which 
doesn’t require great wealth but only modest 
comfort and independence. The O’s felt rich 
in their new house. (This is not to say, though, 
that all Americans manage to feel rich just in 
the possession of a home and a fair living; 
currently, many comfortable Americans re- 
fuse to feel rich until they have gathered in 
that expected killing in the stock market. And 
then they won’t feel rich, after all.) 

I have recited the story of the success of the 
O’s on account of a letter that recently has 
come to me in my function as columnist on a 
daily newspaper. The writer of the letter was 
feeling horribly distressed because he had read 
that the 1000 refugees in the camp at Oswego, 
N. Y. were being admitted permanently into 
the United States. 

He was expressing the alarm of a great 
many other citizens who are fearful of their 
bread being taken out of their mouths by 1000 
foreigners. He had heard that some of these 
Oswego people were to be settled in our city. 

“The United States is expected to swallow 
up all these aliens who never can be digested,” 
he said. “We Americans probably will have to 
support them on relief. It's bread out of our 
own mouths for total strangers who always 
will be strangers to our American way of life.” 

Well, it wouldn’t be worth while to try to 
answer him with the story of the O’s,ifthey 
were exceptional immigrants. Their story has 
been millions of times told in the good lives of 
most of the immigrants who make up Amer- 
ica—Jewish immigrants and Irish; German 
immigrants and Italians; Swedes, Norwegians 
and Poles; immigrants all the way down to 
those who come over on the Mayflower. 

They are America.

*VIENNA_-Three hundred Jews 


marched through the streets of 
the city this week demanding the 
opening of Palestine to Jewish 
immigration. Clashes with Ameri- 
can, British and Russian military 
police were narrowly averted. 

The demonstrators, who formed 
the procession after conclusion of 
a Zionist rally, first massed be- 
fore hotels where the members of 
the Anglo-American Committee 
of Inquiry on Palestine are quar- 
tered, and then began a mile-long 
march through the streets chant- 
ing “Palestine, Palestine, Pales- 
tine” and carrying banners read- 
ing: “We Want to Go to Pales- 
tine,” “Justice for the Jewish 
People,” “pen the Gates,” “In the 
Name of the Murdered, Remem- 
ber the Living.” 

This was the first demonstra- 
tion in Vienna since its liberation 
and the international military po- 
lice were bewildered in view of 
the local ordinance barring dem- 
Onstrations. 

Halfway to the officers’ club, 
the procession was halted by a 
Russian military policeman. A 


DP leader, carrying a blue-and- 


white flag, spoke to him in Rus- 
sian for about five minutes, but 
before they could come to any 
agreement, the crowd surged for- 
ward, brushing aside the MP and 
a companion stationed a few 
yards away. 

American military police called 
for reinforcements, and 20 sol- 
diers rushed to the scene. By the 
time they arrived, the demon- 
strators then dispersed quietly. 

Several members of the crowd 
surrounded American newspaper- 
men saying: “Why don’t you tell 
the world that we want to go to 
Palestine. We are only 4,400 
Viennese Jews remaining. We 
want to go to Palestine. The 
Anglo-American committee is 
only speaking to a few leaders, 
not to us.” 

After the committee concluded 
its hearings here, several mem- 
bers left for Cairo by way of 
Italy. Another group left directly 
for Cairo.

In Indianapolis for instance, the Jewish Ed- 
ucational Association, after consulting with re- 
ligious leaders, has suggested that we do not 
sign requests for release time, either special 
requests for our individual children or general 
petitions which are being carried from house 
to house by people interested in church educa- 
tion during school hours. 

As the plan is being implemented in the 
fourth grades of the city schools, the various 
Christian churches are uniting to hold classes 
in a Church or other building near each school. 
Each religious school is to be operated by one 
teacher who will teach a class each hour. At- 
tendance is to be staggered so that when all

grades are involved, the children of each grade 
will go at a different hour. That will mean that 
in each room where there are Jewish children, 
they will be segregated and kept in class while 
most of the gentile children go to religious 
school. A child may not be excused unless he 
actually goes to the church class as attendance 
records are checked by the public school. 


An unhealthy situation is created when chil- 
dren in public schools are segregated according 
to religion, and Jewish people certainly do not 
wish to sign a petition to create such a situa- 
tion. 


However, if the plan goes into effect in spite 
of the protests of our religious leaders, they 
are asking that all children be excused at the 
same time at the end of the school day. Then 
the Jewish Educational Association would 
hold special classes for Jewish children at the 
J.E.A. building. 


We are hopeful that enough people object 
to the combining of church and school so that 
the movement will not spread. Ask your 
friends not to sign the petition if it is pre- 
sented to them.

Confusing the Symptoms and the Causes 
STOOD by and watched the long line of still pale-faced tourists 
queue up at the Traveller’s Aid Desk in the Miami Railroad sta- 
tion. Arrivals on the last train from the north, they were seeking 
in vain for beds and accomodations that did not exist. Two navy 
lieutenants, receiving the same discouraging negative answer from 
the weary attendant, paused before turning slowly away. 

One spoke up, bitterly, talking half to himself. “I know why 
there are no rooms to be had. Those damn Jews have them all.” 
The other nodded silently. 

A moment later he repeated the latter sentence, and they walk- 
ed on, out into the night. a 

* * k 

DISMISSING for the moment any justification which his com- 
plaint may have had, it must be recognized that his mood and temper 
is one which is becoming noticeably prevalent. The recent poll of 
American soldiers in Europe, which may be presumed to be ‘an 
accurate index, indicated that 22 per cent of our G.I.’s thought there 
was some good cause for Hitler’s persecution of the Jews. The size 
of that percentage, minority though it is, has proven astounding, 
and is an ominous portent of what may occur should economic dis- 
turbance or some other series of events upset our social equilibrium. 

Former refugees in this country say, “Just like in Germany 
fifteen years ago.” A leader in goodwill activity warns that anti- 
Semitism will get worse, before it decreases. All these are signs of 
the times, so that the incident narrated above may be viewed, not 
as an isolated episode, but as one in a pattern of related events. 

How justified were the two young Navy lieutenants in their 
sweeping explanation of the causes of their distressing predicament? 
If we can find a suitable answer, it may help us plan to meet the 
greater problem, of which this is but a single symptom. 

* a * 

THE FACTS &sbout Miami and Miami Beach are well known. 
It is true that the resort attracts large numbers of Jews. Much has 
also been written about the behavior and manners of the Jews there, 
but that question does not arise at the moment. Does the mere 
presence of many Jews at Miami Beach in itself constitute something 
objectionable? 

To be sure, our two’ Navy “friends,” presumed to be intelligent 
and literate, must have known of the crowded conditions in Miami. 
The situation there has been kept no secret. If the two chose Miami 
nevertheless, and theirs was obviously a pleasure trip, they did so 
knowing full well what to expect. In that case, the impatient out- 
burst against the Jews was but an attempt to escape the blame, even 
in their own conscience, of their lack of foresight and planning. Is 
there any conceivable action which Jews might have taken which 
would have anticipated and prevented the reaction of the Navy 
men? Any action, that is, short of evacuation of Miami? 

* * * 

THERE ARE several valid reasons for the Jewish “monopoly” 
at Miami, and they are not at all to the discredit of the Jews, either. 
Certainly there is no warm welcome awaiting Jews at Palm Beach, 
or St. Petersburg, or at any of the other resorts on either Florida 
coast. Told in effect to “go where you’re wanted,” Jews have done 
just that. They apparently found a welcome at Miami, and soon 
flocked to it as the one city where they could spend their vacations at 
ease. And in obedience to a natural law of gregariousness, others, 
too, sought out the company and neighborliness of their own kind. 
If we but search farther, we shall find that for all our claims of 
democracy, America is but a succession of enclaves, religious, na- 
tional, social. The B’nai B’rith and the Knights of Columbus, the 
Hibernian Societies and the D.A.R.’s, Harlem and Flatbush, Miami 
and Palm Beach, represent but a few of the evidences of the dif- 
ferences which are carried into every phase of our American social 
and economic life. In large parts of the United States color dic- 
tates where you may sit on a bus; religion affects your eligibility 
for membership in a restricted organization; vacation or profession 
set you in your social status. 

The congregation of Jews in Miami Beach is but a manifesta- 
tion of a very normal tendency in American life. 

* * * 

HAD OUR NAVY FRIENDS been of a philosophical frame of 
mind, they might have reflected that perhaps many Jews, too, were 
unhappy about their presence at Miami. Many would much have 
preferred to go to Palm Beach, and would willingly have yielded up 
their hotel reservations for assured accomodations at the more re- 
stricted resorts, 

The point is that many of the faults which non-Jews find in us 
are occasioned by circumstances beyond our control, and are actually 
caused by those who then turn to rebuke us. 

If Jews appear unduly prominent at Miami Beach, we have but 
two alternatives. First, we may explain the situation, more or less 
along the above lines. But as may be expected, the complainants 
don’t want explanation. Rationalizing will not assuage their bitter- 
ness, They don’t care how we live; what they object to is the fact 
ot our living at all! The second alternative is to bow before fate and 
withdraw from Miami, or at least, counsel Jews, for the sake of 
preventing anti-Semitism, not to go there. The latter course of 
action is, to all but a very few Jews, unthinkable. Explanation will 
not satisfy our detractors, and dishonorable retreat, if carried far 
enough, can lead only to suicide. Our problem remains unsolved. 


* * * 


IN LIKE MANNER may most attempts to combat anti-Semitism 
be analyzed. And similarly, when reduced to fundamentals, will 
most projected solutions of this nature appear to fail. 

Lack of solution should not make us despair. The weightiest 
problems of the world are yet unsolved. Insistent demands for im- 
mediate and complete solution will bring only panaceas and quack 
remedies, of which we already have many. Only a searching and 
thorough analysis of the status of the Jewish people in the world 
today, probing to the very fundamentals of the problem, and not 
satisfied with the superficial symptoms, will lead to a solution. 

These truths are known to Jews who have sought to live a 
natural, rather than an imitative and apologetic Jewish life. But

PINSKY 

This is a name derived from a 
locality. It denotes “a native of 
the town of Pinsk,” in the Gov- 
ernment of Minsk, Russia. 

Before 1939, Pinsk was a part 
of Poland and was known as the 
most Jewish town in Poland with 
a Jewish percentage of 75 per 
hundred. Pinsk is also one of 
the oldest Jewish settlements in 
Eastern Europe, famous for hav- 
ing sheltered many founders of 
Hassidism. 

Towards the end of the 18th 
century a large number of Jews 
from Pinsk emigrated to the 
South of Russia where a number 
of large towns were building. 
These pioneer Jews called them- 
selves Pinski (y) to indicate their 
origin. The name Pinsker has the 
same meaning.

OW about some salad ideas to spruce up the winter menu? 

We are prone to associate salads with spring meals, forgetting 

that the markets affords a large variety of the makings for salad 

all through the dreariest days of winter. For instance, cabbage. 

Either the white or red cabbage is available at almost any market. 

That vegetable should be eaten raw anyway. Cooking cabbage de- 

stroys most of its vitamin content. It is very rich in Vitamin C, 

if eaten uncooked. The longer cabbage is cooked, the less nourish- 
ment it provides. A few suggestions follow. 

Then there is cauliflower—another vegetable which is delicious 
uncooked. And what better way to serve uncooked cauliflower than 
ln a tempting salad? Just separate into tiny flowrets, add a touch 
ot color with shredded raw carrot and green peppers and combine 
with your favorite salad dressing. 

Or use the Chinese celery-cabbage if you prefer the milder 
vegetables in your salads. 

Another good vegetable in your winter salad is the parsnip. 
Scrape and cut it into narrow strips, marinate it in a little French 
dressing, add some minced parsley and serve it on lettuce. 

Or, serve the strips plain—to be held in the fingers and eaten 
like carrot strips or curls. 

_ If you want to include winter fruits in a salad, there’s nothing 
more pleasing than a Waldorf salad. And here’s how to make it: 
; Waldorf Salad 

1 cup diced tart apple, 1 cup finely cut celery, 4 cup seeded 
raisins, 4 cup chopped walnuts, 3 tablespoons mayonnaise, 1 table- 
spoon honey or syrup. 

The apples may be diced without paring. Either red or green 
apples are suitable. Combine all the ingredients a few minutes be- 
fore serving time and arrange in lettuce cups or on tender chicory 
leaves. Chicory leaves or escarole come in large heads. These should 
be washed in running cold water to remove possible dirt, then dried 
with a towel and stored in a covered container in the refrigerator. 
Like lettuce, these salad greens should be served crispy-fresh. 
Chicory you know, is that feathery edged greens, and escarole is 
the broader leaf that is flat. 

Top each serving of Waldorf salad with a large raisin or nut, or 
a gob of mayonnaise sprinkled with a little paprika. Serves 4. 

Cabbage and Grapefruit Salad 

2 medium grapefruits, 1 pound red cabbage, 4 tablespoons 
French dressing or mayonnaise, a pinch of salt. 

Peel grapefruits. With a small paring knife remove the mem- 
brane from each segment. Arrange three or four segments pin- 
wheel fashion on shredded lettuce, chicory greens or a combina- 
tion of both. Shred or chop the cabbage as fine as possible and 
combine with salt and French dressing, or a mixture of lemon 
juice and salad oil. Place a large spoonful of the cabbage in the 
center of grapefruit pinwheel. Garnish with a bit of greens. Serves 4. 
Variations: White cabbage instead of red, combine with chopped 

nuts, green pepper or parsley. 
Slices of unpared but cored green or red apples instead 
of grapefruit. 

Cabbage and Apple Salad 

2 cups grated white cabbage, tightly packed; 1 large apple, diced 
fine; 1 green pepper or parsley sprigs, % cup chopped nuts, 3 
tablespoons salad dressing, lettuce, escarole or chicory leaves. 

Remove seeds from green pepper and cut into strips lengthwise. 
Combine grated cabbage, diced apple, nuts and salad dressing, mix- 
ing lightly with two forks, Place a mound of mixture on greens 
arranged on individual salad plates and decorate with pepper strips 
cr parsley. Serves 4. 

Salad Dressings can be made at home. 

French Dressings: by combining vinegar or lemon juice with 
salad oil, using twice as much oil as vinegar, and seasoning it with 
salt, sugar, paprika, dry mustard and a pinch of garlic salt. Shake 
well in a covered glass jar, or beat with a fork till smooth. For 
fruit salads, omit garlic and mustard and increase amount of sugar. 

Mayonnaise: by beating with a rotary beater or fork 2 egg 
yolks, 1 cup salad oil and 3 tablespoons vinegar or lemon juice, 
adding alternately oil and lemon juice while beating till thick and 
creamy smooth. Season with % teaspoon salt and % teaspoon pre- 
pared mustard. If used for fruit salads, omit mustard and add fruit 
juice of any kind sweetened to taste. 

Sour Cream Salad Dressing: by stirring together 1 cup sour 
cream, 1 tablespoon lemon juice, 2 tablespoons vinegar, 1 tablespoon 
sugar and % tablespoon salt. 

Boiled Salad Dressing: by beating 3 egg yolks slightly and add- 
ing 1 tablespoon sugar, % teaspoon salt, 1 tablespoon flour, 1 tea- 
spoon dry mustard, % cup vinegar or lemon juice and % cup cold 
water. Cook in top of double boiler, stirring till thickened, or cook 
over low heat, stirring constantly about seven minutes. Stir in 2 
tablespoons salad oil till smooth. May be combined with beaten egg 
whites, whipped cream or sweetened fruit juice if desired for fruit 
salad combinations,

Historic Milestones In Reform Judaism 


REAL revolution in Reform Judaism oc- 
A current at the Biennial Council of the 
Union of American Hebrew Congregations the 
first part of this week in Cincinnati. In fact, in 
the estimation of this paper, this revolution is so 
important that its real significance will not be 
realized fully for years to come. 


True the issue was not clearly that of Zion- 
ism because the discussion centered about the 
Union of American Hebrew Congregations’ re- 
lationship with the American Jewish Confer- 
ence, but never again will Zionism be alien to 
Reform Judaism, and never again will the issue 
of Zionism become so important that a schism 
will be a serious threat. 


This last point also, is a memorable one in 
the history of Reform Judaism in America. 
From now on there will be minority groups 
within Reform Judaism, and they will prose- 
lytize to make their opinion the majority opin- 
ion, but just as no state would consider seced- 


ing from the United States today, so the healthy 
experience of the Biennial in resolving its prob- 
lem by democratic method, gives this same 
assurance to the solidarity of the Reform 
movement. 

Then too those who criticized the adminis- 
tration of the Union for permitting full and 
free debate on the Zionist question at a time 
when the Zionist Organization of America is 
repeating its ‘no debate on Zionism” policy, 
now see another demonstration of the whole- 
someness of democratic discussion. 

As for Reform Judaism it has now made 
secure its position in the American Jewish 
community and has now cleared an obstacle 
out of the way in its drive to win converts 
from the masses of the American Jewish com- 
munity who until this time might have been 
attracted by its outlook on religion but were 
repelled by a feeling of strangeness and of 
turning their back on the Jews of the rest of 
the world. 


Needed: A New Basis For Synagogue Membership! 


HE VAGUE suggestion in several recent 
editorials in The Post that all who pro- 
fess to be Jews must be provided with syna- 
gogue membership regardless of their willing- 
ness or ability to pay dues is worth more con- 
sideration than it has heretofore received. 
Although The Post’s thinking on the point 
has not as yet crystallized definitely, it must 
be obvious that too many Jews are outside of 
the synagogue for minor reasons. 


It is true, of course, that anyone with the 
finances should willingly pay dues for a syna- 
gogue’s upkeep, but to keep this individual 
from the synagogue because of a matter of 
money is a worse error on the part of the 
Jewish community. 


Every Jew should automatically be en- 
rolled as a member of the synagogue of his 
choice. That should be the basic fact. The point 
about dues, etc., is important, too, but cer- 
tainly secondary to the basic principle. 


How synagogues can be maintained under 
the situation which would develop under The 
Post’s suggestion is a matter for the community 
at large, but there is a possibility that our 
Synagogues might not suffer, but even gain, 
financially under this plan. 

Then as to the more important element 
in the argument, synagogue affiliation and par- 
ticipation, if there were to be gains in these 
directions, who would there be to dare to weigh 
their respective importance in the same way 
as meat is weighed by a butcher. 

Such deterrents to synagogue affiliation that 
exist at present because of financial inability 
to pay, estrangement because of the emphasis 
on money, class distinctions because of the 
same reason, etc., might automatically disap- 
pear. 

In any event, our rabinnical and lay re- 
ligious bodies should give consideration to the 
subject of this editorial. It deserves more con- 
sideration. 


Expansion Plans Necessary, But Need A New Pholosophy 


XPANSION plans announced by the Jew- 
ish Theological Seminary of America and 
the Union of American Hebrew Congregations, 
both made after frank and courageous analysis 
of the deplorable state of Judaism in America, 
are healthy signs of a possible renascence 
of the Jewish religious spirit on this continent. 
Without this awareness of the situation, and 
without the necessary wherewithal to do 
something to change the picture, the renas- 
cence cannot eventuate. 

But in this connection, it should be realized 
that what is needed in the American Jewish 
community is a complete revolution in attitude, 
which of course would be preceded by a new 


and all-pervading philosophy of life, of Jewish 
life, succeeded by an _ active undertaking 
of the obligations which Judaism imposes on 
those who would be her devotees. 

The way of watering down Judaism was 
found not to have been the right way, and the 
attempt to retain the status quo by a laissez 
faire attitude seems to have contributed its 
part too, to the not so gradual decline in public 
worship, so that the only other alternative, if 
Judaism is to survive, is an entire reorientation 
of the American Jew towards his religion, and 
towards his obligations, lest he be witness to 
the disappearance of Judaism from the Amer- 
ican scene, 


Current Comment 


Need Sense of Responsibility in Jewish Life, 
Says Rabbi Zev K. Nelson—One of the most 
evident symptoms of corrosion in Jewish life is 
the lack of a sense of responsibility in com- 
munal activities. To begin with, people have 
to be coaxed and cajoled into assuming certain 
duties and doing even a minimum amount of 
work for any of the functioning organizations. 
Yet even after one or two have been persuaded 
to serve on a certain committee or to under- 
take a particular project, these seemingly pub- 
lic spirited individuals think nothing of forget- 
ting all about their duties. The committee on 
which they serve remains dormant and the 
work of that committee remains undone. This 
utter disregard of duty, this sheer indifference 


is not only a reflection upon the character of 
these individuals, it is also an indication of the 


general indifference towards Jewish life. These 
very same people take their work most seri- 


ously when they are appointed to serve on a 
non-Jewish committee. Nor does one have to 
plead much to have these people work for a 
non-Jewish cause. We do not in any way wish 
to deprecate the importance of non-Jewish en- 
deavors. Nevertheless our people should realize 
that the neglect of their own vineyard only 
serves to undermine the already precarious po- 
sition of the Jew. “Bain tvunoh Yipol Om’— 
without wisdom a people shall perish. This 
wisdom and understanding must come from 
within. We ourselves must realize that Jewish 
institutions and Jewish organizations are 
among our most valuable assets. These in- 
stitutions and organizations can function prop- 
erly only when we are sensible and wise enough 
to assume certain responsibilities and carry 
out our duties as best we can. It is our home, 
let us not neglect it. It is our vineyard, let us 
tend it carefully and lovingly. Let us take our 
obligations seriously.

DOESN'T LIKE L’AFFAIRE BERGER; 
WANTS HUMILITY, NOT BREAST BEATING 


Editor, The Jewish Post: 

What has been going on in re 
L’affaire Berger is slightly nau- 
seating. Generally, the business 
of veterans retumning with the 
long accusing finger: “Where 
were you, Mr. 4-F?” is bad busi- 
ness. It’s divisive for the coun- 
try. It’s destructive of the Vet- 
eran’s immortal soul. This is par- 
ticularly true of Rabbinical Vet- 
erans. We VOLUNTEERED. Re- 
member? That means others had 
the right not to volunteer. We 
volunteered for many reasons, 
other than patriotic, one of them 
being that many of us knew that 
after the war a lot of long-nosed, 
long-fingered Chaplains—a few of 
them, perhaps, who hadn’t been 
any closer to combat than the 
Battle of Washington or of New 
York, would come around with: 
“Where were you, Rabbi?” 

Further, that Jewish Chaplain 
who wraps himself up in the uni- 
form and the American flag and 
then looks down with patriotic 
self-righteousness on others for 
their shortcomings, is laying 
himself wide open. For a de- 
tailed explanation, ask the aver- 
age Jewish combat veteran. Per- 
haps we Chaplains did the best 
possible under the circumstances, 
but a little humility is in order— 
not breast-beating self-righteous- 
ness! 

I hope Rabbi Bernstein is not 
setting a precedent, in his eager- 


ness to set the record right. Berg- 
er’s charge that Bernstein was 
unfair to him is undoubtedly un-~ 
true. I believe CANRA_ under 
Bernstein did a wonderful fair 
and just job. I wish Phil had 
contented himself with that 
simple statement. We would cer- 
tainly have believed him. I am 
pleading for myself. I know, and 
maybe for a few others when I 
say let’s leave the secret, per- 
sonal files of CANRA secret— 
even under provocation. 

Finally, this is not a personal 
defense of Berger or a general de- 
fense of the “Council for Ameri- 
can Judaism.” Just a plea to 
everyone, let’s keep “Patriotism,”

MRS. LILLIAN REZNICK OTT 
ANSWERS RABBI JACOB AGUS 


Editor, The Jewish Post, 

I am somewhat distressed by 
the fact that the wounded Rabbi 
Agus is nettled because he has 
been forced to spar with a phan- 
tom antagonist. Let me assure 
Rabbi Agus at the outset, how- 
ever, that I always by-line my 
scurrility, and that what he ac- 
cepted as a cowardly and sur- 
reptitious act in the alleged with- 
holding of my identity was ac- 
tually not intended. 

It seems to me, Rabbi Agus, 
that those rabbis and scholars 
“who reacted privately” and 
affirmatively to your writings 
have earned more than I have 
the opprobrium of scurrility. For 
whatever their reasons, and you 
suggest a few, they being more 
victimized than I am by tact and 
fear, have not had the courage 
to openly state their persuasions 
in this regard. Before coming 
down to the nub of my reply, 
however, let me offer modest and 
well-meaning counsel. It seems 
to me that you are rapidly ac- 
quiring a martyr-complex be- 
cause your painful effort to “con- 
vince Zionist leadership of the 
fatal errors in their policy of 
military resistance and terror” 
has been rewarded with a gener- 
ous barrage of brickbats. Fur- 
thermore, if you will reread the 
letter to which you took such ex- 
treme offense, you will note that 
no attempt was made directly or 
indirectly to impugn either your 
bravery, sense of honor, or mo- 
tives. I assure you that, as far 
as I am concerned, your rabbin- 
ical escutcheon remains untarn- 
ished and unblemished. 


But now in a more pertinent 
and ,less personal vein. The fact 
that you are opposed to the pres- 
ent “terrorist” operations in 
Palestine and that I support this 
political-military tactic (it is 
more political than military) has 
no relevance to our relative 
braveries. Actually, as far as 


this point is concerned, our con- 
tention is reduced to a _ basic 
question: Do those who are not 
involved in perilous action, and 
who, in the event of failure, will 
not perforce lose their lives, 
properties, or suffer other de- 
privations and penalties, have a 
moral right of opinion? My re- 
action to this is that those who 
do not put up, must shut up. At 
least this would seem to be the 
case if we were to be completely 
excluded from the province of 
the Palestinian crisis. In the 
light of reality, however, our 
representative positions re the 
“terrorists” are very important 
in that they reflect and perhaps 
mould and influence public opin- 
ion. I believe that to withdraw 
our moral support from the cour- 
ageous resistance troops now op- 
posing British colonials in the 
Eretz constitutes a bald betrayal 
and a distinct repudiation of the 
ulterior motives which are so 
vital and secred to them, and 
which so intimately touch the 
destinies of Jews who are less 
fortunate than we are. Those 
young Jews who have chosen the 
course of passionate, desperate 
resistance are not fighting for 
their own salvation. Theirs is 
a sacrifice for others, and we can- 
not, we do not have the right to 
counsel HAVE PATIENCE. My 
son, who served as a chaplain in 
Europe, has described to me very 
accurately and graphically how 
such advices were received. It 
would seem therefore that there 
are real, brutal situations when 
blood will outweigh reason es- 
pecially in the light of terrible 
Jewish losses in the concentra- 
tion camp society. 


I think we also disagree on the 
military probabilities and strate- 
gies of the daring guerilla tac- 
tics. If the militant group feels 
that it must eventually pit its 
full, though pitifully limited, 


strength in all-out battle against 
British military might and dom- 
ination, then there are cogent 
reasons for seeking to abort this 
aspect of the present resistance 
policy. We both know (note that 
I freely assume agreement) that 
when handling the essence, con- 
trol and the tools of power, the 
moral and just cause, minus pow- 
er-substance, will be vanquished. 
Calculated, overwhelming, op- 
pressive power is more than a 
match for lesser power no mat- 
ter how noble and fervent the 
latter’s ideological buttress. But 
the “terrorist” elements are not 
seeking to defeat British troops 
in pitched battle. They know 
very well what they can and 
what they cannot successfully ac- 
complish, and knowing this, they 
are pursuing only limited objec- 
tives. Their tactics are accord- 
ingly closely aligned with the 
functions of protest, embarrass- 
ing the British in their Middle 
East policies, and the all import- 
ant task, which defies legal con- 
figuration, the rescue of Jews 
from European despair. Maraud- 
ers who imperil coastal lookout 
stations attack to provide a 
means of entrance to Jewish il- 
legal immigrants. 


Moreover, your charge that the 
terrorists are influenced and di- 
rected by a “Russian orientation” 
is not easily proved. There is ad- 
mittedly an element in the Zion- 


ist leadership which is toying 
with the idea of courting the 
Kremlin, but without taking 


sides. The utter unreality of 
such a role convinces me that as 
far as the diplomatic scramble is 
concerned, the children of Israel 
are stili babes in toyland. I do 
not think that the Palestinians 
are seriously depending upon 
benevolent Soviet interferences. 
If Russia, in attempting to chal- 
lenge the hitherto unchallenged 
British supremacy in the Middle 
East, desires to really prick the 
British lion, she will employ the 
wily agencies of numerous and 
widespread Arab dissidents. An

A. J. CONGRESS CLAIMS POST EDITORIAL 
ON SHER RESIGNATION ERRONEOUS 


Editor, The Jewish Post,’ 

Your editorial in the issue of 
Feb. 15 on “Mr. Sher Resigns” 
is obviously based ,to quote your 
own words, on “the sketchiest 
source of information.” Your 
statement that Mr. Sher resigned 
because the American Jewish 
Congress would not endorse the 
employment of three men by the 
NCRAC, and would not approve 
the annual budget of $32,000 is 
wholly incorrect. What Congress 
sought, when the recommenda- 
tions were made to the meeting 
of the NCRAC, was a clarifica- 
tion of certain aspects of the 
specific appointments being made. 
It was made abundantly clear 
that we were in complete agree- 
ment with the plans for staff 
enlargement, and were prepared 
to sanction the appointments as 
soon as this clarification was 
forthcoming. I might add that 
approval of the “annual budget” 
was never an issue. What was 
involved was the approval of an 
increase in the budget of over 
100 per cent to about $70,000 a 
year, which is covered entirely 
by the participating national 
agencies. Here, too, Congress at 
no time voiced any objection. 

Your statement that two of the 
agencies were sabotaging the 
work of the NCRAC because 
they refused immediate sanction 
of these appointments, makes no 
sense in the light of what hap- 
pened at the subsequent meeting. 
As soon as the clarifications for 
which we had asked were made, 
the appointments were approved 
even more quickly than Mr. 


Sher’s resignation was accepted 
—and that was certainly done in 
almost record time. 

Mr. Sher’s letter of resigna- 
tion has received considerable 
publicity. I am certain that you, 
as everyone else, noticed a con- 
tradiction which to this day 
many of us are unable to under- 
stand. Mr. Sher himself states, 
“at my suggestion, therefore, it 
was decided to give the national 
agencies one week in which to 
communicate any objection to 
the proposed appointments. If no 
objection was received, a special 
meeting of the Executive would 
be called on short notice.” A 
paragraph further, Mr. Sher, af- 
ter reporting that communica 
tions ha dbeen received from two 
agencies asking for a_ special 
meeting, declared, “I see no 
point in calling another meeting 
of the Executive Committee.” 

Mr. Sher has resigned for rea- 
sons which were probably good 
and sufficient unto himself. On 
the record, however, they have 
nothing whatever to do with any 
issues involving the national 
agencies or the proper function- 
ing of the NCRAC. The unani- 
mous acceptance of his resigna- 
tion by the Executive of the NC- 
RAC, which includes community 
representatives as well as the nae 
tional agancies, abundantly em- 
phasizesh this point.

A SWISS PLAN FOR 
PALESTINE 
By Judah Magnes 

Is there any solution to the 
problem of Palestine? The coun- 
try has been torn by perpetual 
strife-_so it seems to the outside 
world-—-ever since the days of the 
Crusades. Many wonder if it is 
possible to find a settlement that 
will leave Jews and Arabs living 
together in peace. 

I believe there is a way out of 
the impasse. 

This solution does not lie in 
making Palestine either a Jewish 
or an Arab state. We must keep 
in mind the fact that Palestine, 
both spiritually and historically, 
is the holy land of three religious 
faiths. As such it enlists the in- 
terests of Jews, Christians, and 
Moslems everywhere. 

It is not just another Arab 
land, and therefore it cannot be 
just another Arab state. Nor can 
it be just a Jewish state, how- 
ever pressing the need of thou- 
sands of displaced Jews for a hav- 
en and homeland. Any attempt to 
make the Holy Land into either 
an Arab or a Jewish state would 
disturb the peace of the world. 

In seeking a wiy out of the 
dilemma, there are many Jews 
and Arabs—more than the of- 
ficial propaganda of either side 
cares to admit—who, like myself, 
advocate that Palestine become a 
binational state. 


Swiizerland is, of course, the 
great example of a_ successful 
trinational state, with a peaceful 
history that has lasted for many 
generations. Much may be 
learned from Canada and South 
Africa, for both are binational 
States. 

Although such a proposal will 
not be easy to carry through in 
practice, it can be done. One of 
the main problems in Palestine 
is agreeing on the general make- 
up of the population. Some Arabs 
advocate a_ binational Palestine 
with equal political rights for the 
two peoples, provided that the 
Arabs remain in the majority. 
Some Jews, as for example the 
large jiabor group, Hashomer 
Hazairt, advocate equal political 
rights for the two peoples, pro- 
vided the Jews have a chance to 


become the majority. 

The «<ompromise view advocat- 
ed by the [hud group in Palestine 
is that the country become a bi- 


national Jewish-Arab_ state’ in 
which the two peoples would 
have parity. This means that 
both peoples would have equal 


political rights and duties, and 
the Jews may have the right to 
immigrate into Palestine until 
they reach parity with the Arabs. 

According to present popula- 
tion figures, this parity agree- 
ment would give the Jews the 
opportunity of bringing even- 
tually another 500,000 into the 
country. When the parity is 
reached, additional Jewish set- 
tlers would be admitted each year 
because of the consistently higher 
Arab birthrate. 


How long it would take the 
Jews to catch up with the Arabs 
in numbers is hard to tell. This 
depends upon the economic ab- 
sorptive capacity of the country, 
which the Jews have already in- 
creased tremendously through 
scientific methods of agriculture 
and industry. 

The basic idea of such political 
and numerical parity is that neith- 


other in the central legislative as- 
sembly. It would not give the 
Jews the majority which they 
yearn for and which they have 
nowhere in the world. But it does 
not condemn them to be a per- 
manent minority. 

In the event that such a legis- 
lative assembly becomes dead- 
locked over an issue between the 
two equal peoples, a method of 
decision will have to be devised. 
This is one. problem which, if and 
when the time comes, will exer- 
cise the ingenuity of the trustee- 
ship council of the United Na- 
tions. Doubtless a third power, 
in all likelihood Great Britain, will 
be asked to cast the deciding vote. 

To choose the legislative as- 
sembly, some propose separate 
elections by communities. Others 
advocate sub-dividing the coun- 
try into a number of cantons or 
counties, some _ predominantly 
Jewish, some_ predominantly 
Arab, and some mixed. 

This second plan seems to have 
more advantages. For those elect- 
ed would represent both the Jews 
and the Arabs of their district, be- 
coming the spokesmen for their 
Jewish or Arab minority, as the 
case may be. Moreover, they 
would be representing the eco- 
nomic and social interests of all 
their constituents, which in many 
instances will be the same for 
both Jews and Arabs. 

On the other hand, certain Jews 
and Arabs will coalesce against 
other Jews and Arabs in accord- 
ance with their economic inter- 
ests, ratehr than along national 
lines. Occasionally, an Arab ma- 
jority may elect a trusted Jew, 
or vice versa. 

Therefore, this territorial sub- 
division would seem the better 
way toward all-round Jewish- 
Arab understanding and co-oper- 
ation. 

An excellent example of eco- 
nomic co-operation is the citrus 
delegation, composed of an equal 
number of Arabs and Jews, which 
went to London last September to 
ask for assistance in putting the 
citrus industry back on its feet. 
In many ways the basic industry 
of the country, the citrus indus- 
try has been a dead loss until 
now because of the impossibility 
of exporting during the war. 

While the report of the joint 
delegation has not yet been made 
public, it is said that the results 
are good and that the co-opera- 
tion between Jews and Arabs has 
been excellent. 

The people of Palestine are al- 
so interested in aviation. The 
government thinks there is room 
for only one aviation company 
in a country so small. So al- 
though at present there are both 
Jewish and Arab companies, it 
seems likely that to secure a li- 
cense one company—Jewish-Arab 
—will have to be formed. 


In the field of labor, there are 
increasing opportunities for co- 
operation. The Jewish labor or- 
ganization has helped to keep up 
the Jewish standard of living in 
a country where the cheaper Arab 
economy would tend to drag it 
down. As a result, there is con- 
siderable ferment among Arab 
workers for labor organization on 
the level of the Jewish workers. 
Both Jewish and Arab labor or- 
ganizations were represented at 
the international labor meetings 
in London and Paris. 


Recently a strike broke out in 
a military camp because of what 
both Arabs and Jews claimed was 
the arbitrary discharge of a few 
laborers. All the workers—sev- 
eral hundred in number—struck 
together, with the result that the 
discharged workers were rein- 
stated and conditions generally 
were improved. 

The Jewish labor organization 
is now the most powerful fi- 


er people would dominate thenancial institution in the country, 


and its tendency is toward state 
socialism. It has a wide network 
of cultural activities, and through 
its sick benefit fund it operates 
the largest medical organization 
in Palestine. In rural districts 
many Arabs benefit from this. 

Both Jewish and Arab labor or- 
ganizations are inherently pro- 
grassive and both are in favor of 
Arab-Jewish co-operation. Only 
the political issue holds them 
apart. With the establishment of 
a binational state, and thus the 
settlement of the main political 
issue, there is good reason to ex- 
pect extensive co-operation be- 
tween the two groups, 

The relations between the Jew- 
ish farm settlements and their 
Arab neighbors are excellent. Mu- 
tual aid of various kinds is given, 
and although the _ educational 
level of the Jewish settlements 
is far above that of the Arab, the 
Jews have great respect for the 
kindly qualities of the Arab peas- 
ants and for the quickness of the 
Arab farmer to learn new ways. 

Education in a binational state 
presents a much more difficult 
problem, in spite of the declara- 
tion of both peoples that each 
community will have educational 
—and, of course, religious—au- 
tonomy. This means that the 
question of education, from the 
kindergarten to the university, 
would be left in the hands of each 
community. 

But, if there is to be no educa- 
tion in common, the spiritual and 
intellectual aspirations of each 
community are the more apt to 
remain incomprehensible to the 
other. Nothing makes for es- 
trangement more than that. 

It must never be forgotten that 
the Jewish National Home is in 
Palestine. This means that an 
opportunity awaits for renewing 
the Jewish national culture and 
religion in the ancient home 
where they had their origins and 
their finest flowering. It is only 
natural that the Jews are de- 
termined to recreate a Hebrew 
culture on the highest possible 
plane. 

As to primary education in a 
binational country, it seems to be 
generally conceded that children 
of a tender age should be in the 
care of teachers of their own na- 


tionality and religion. There 
would not, therefore, be much 
room for binational primary 


schools, save under exceptional 
conditions in outlying districts. 


There are more opportunities 
for binational education in vo- 
cational training schools, second- 
ary schools, and the university. 


There is no reason why Jews 
and Arabs of secondary school 
age as well as adults should not 
be taught the same trades togeth- 
er. There are successful modest 
attempts at this in, for example, 
the government department of 
posts and telegraphs. If the bi- 
national principle is established 
as the basis of the country’s life, 
a binational vocational training 
school for young people and vo- 
cational training courses for 
adults could be established as a 
first experiment in Haifa where 
the port, the railroad yards, the 
oil refineries, and other techno- 
logical enterprises are located. 


A binational humanistic sec- 
ondary school in Jerusalem has 
been suggested as a further ex- 
periment. This is much more 
complicated. Some Jewish fam- 
ilies are already sending their 
boys and girls to secondary 
schools that teach English and 
Arabic so that these children may 
acquire a good knowledge of 
language, aside from Hebrew 
which they speak at home. There 
are also Arab parents who want 
a similar education for their chil- 
dren: English and Hebrew be- 
sides their native Arabic. Such 
parents would likely send their 
children to a binational second- 
ary school. 

A perplexing problem is, of 


GROWTH OF JEWRY IN SOUTH AMERICA 


NEEDS PUBLICITY IN U. S. JEWISH PRESS 


Editor, the Jewish Post: 

The news coverage the Jewish 
Post gives its readers of the Jew- 
ish world is so good and well pre- 
sented that it is a real pity that 
the new Jewish communities of 
Latin America don’t figure in it 
at all. I need not tell you that 
there is much of genuine interest 
there to report to readers of the 
Angio-Jewish press in this coun- 
try. 


It has always been one of my 
private quarrels with the Yiddish 
press of this country that it seems 
to remember Jews in Latin Amer- 
ica only when unfavorable news 
reaches us from that portion of 
America. It is perhaps unfair to 
say that the Yiddish press expe- 
riences a peculiar satisfaction in 
reporting disasters in the Jewish 
world, but when for many long 
years it sedulously avoided all 
mention of Latin American Jewry 
except for reports of some anti- 
Semitic propaganda, it gave that 
sort of impression. Within the 
past couple of years, or a little 
longer, a changer for the better 
has become noticeable in this re- 
spect in the Yiddish press. It re- 
flects the growth of general in- 
terest in this country in the norm- 
al in Latin America, instead of 
only in violent nature or politics 
of that vast region of. our hemi- 
sphere. 


It is, therefore, most disappoint- 
ing to find a paper like The Jew- 
ish Post still unaware of the facts 
of a growing Jewish life in the 
Latin American countries. It 
seems to me that the phenomenon 
of the renewed association of 
Jews with the Hispanic world is 
especially challenging to journal- 
istic imagination against the 
background of our history on the 
Iberian Peninsula. Furthermore, 
this time large numbers of Ash- 
kenazic Jews are making this con- 
tact. They already outnumber the 
Sephardic Jews who have found 
Hispanic America a natural for 
them as an environment, aside 
from the fact that they really 
have an historic tradition there 
as old as that of the Spanish- 
speaking Christians. I am also 
intrigued by the thought of as- 
Similation between Sephardim and 
Ashkenazim through the medium 
of the Spanish language, which, in 
an older form, is the “Yiddish” of 
the Sephardim, instead of, as is 
the case in this rountry, through 
the medium of the English lan- 
course, the language of instruc- 
tion. 


There are a few Arab students 
at the Hebrew University. They 
acquire Hebrew rapidly, Arabic 
and Hebrew being closely related 
Semitic languages. With the lay- 
ing of the _ political quarrel 
through a binational arrange- 
ment, many more Arab students 
would be coming to the Hebrew 
University. 


There has been talk over the 
years of a Moslem university and 
of an English university. If ever 
they come into being, it would be 
possible to arrange for co-opera- 
tion through an exchange of lec- 
turers and other facilities. 


There is no racial antagonism 
between Jews and Arabs; since 
they are two Semitic peoples, it 
would be absurd if there were. 
There is no religious antagonism. 
There is no social antagonism. 
Jews and Arabs meet socially and 
on many other occasions and get 


along well together. 


The basic problem is political. 
A binational state based on par- 
ity would do more than anything 
else to bring about Jewish-Arab 
co-operation in all walks of life, 
not only in Palestine but through- 
out the Middle East, 


guage, a new acquisition for both 
branches of the Jewish people. 

This and many other aspects 
of internal Jewish life in Latin 
America would make most inter- 
esting reading to Jews in this 
country. But I am also thinking 
of the interaction of these new 
Jewish communities with the old- 
er society all around them, and 
the latter’s reaction to them. The 
recent Jewish arrivals have been 
playing a very interesting and im- 
portant role in Latin America’s 
economy in that they have been 
making significant contributions 
to industrialization in those lands 
minus the usual concomitant of 
foreign imperialism that has al- 
ways marked the economic devel- 
opment of the southern republics. 
In other words, the Jews are the 
first foreigners to make an exclu- 
Sively national contribution to 
this development. 

Jewish participation in Latin 
America’s economic development 
dates not only from the recent 
immigration of our people there, 
It reaches back into the earliest 
days of Europe’s expansion into 
the New World, and it is a story 
worth telling the Jews of this 
country too for the moral lift it 
can give in these days when our 
Americanism is questioned. We 
actually have a much older his- 
tory in this hemisphere than the 
Anglo-Saxons! 

Culturally, the Jews in Latin 
America have done interesting 
things—if not yet outstanding 
achievements — both in the lan- 
guages of Latin America, Spanish 
and Portuguese, and in Yiddish, 
and have already made a start 
of self-expression in Hebrew, too. 

Yet, in spite of this multi-col- 
ored canvas that is Jewish life in 
Latin America, mum is the word 
in the Jewish press of this coun- 
try, both Yiddish and English-lan- 
guage, and that also goes for the 
Hebrew press. With very few ex- 
ceptions, we are never permitted 
to hear of the Jews in Latin 
America unless there is an op- 
portunity to tell us of some im- 
pending threat. How about tell- 
ing us of the constructive, posi- 
tive, up-building side of their 
story? I certainly hope The Jew- 
ish Post will pioneer in this field, 
and I know that it could do a 
splendid job if it made up its 
mind to do it. 


I am certain that your readers 
would welcome such articles— 
news and comment—for I have 
enjoyed following the Jewish 
press of Latin America—in Yid- 
dish, Spanish and Portuguese— 
for many years, in addition to 
occasional personal observation of 
Jewish life there.

BOSTON—In the unmistakable lilting ac- 
cents of her native land, Boston’s first Irish 
war bride announced to an unofficial but enthu- 
siastic welcoming committee of reporters, pho- 
tographers, commuters and, oh yes, a husband 
or two: 

“I’m a Jewish colleen from Dublin!”

LONDON—The_ British Mili- 
tary Government in Germany is 
displaying leniency towards 
Nazis, at the same iime that it 
treats Jews like all other Ger- 
mans, Dr. Philip Auerbach, chair- 
man of the Union of Jewish Com- 
munities in the Rhineland and 
Westphalia, told the Jewish Tele- 
graphic Agency this week. 

Dr. Auerbach, who came to 
London to attend the interna- 
tional Jewish conference, said 
that German Jews who desire to 
remain in Germany will be unable 
to do so unless British policy un- 
dergoes a radical change. “I do 
not have the impression,” he said, 
“that the military government 
desires to help us.” 

Alleging that the British are 
reluctant to take action against 
Nazis, Dr. Auerbach said that 
while high-ranking Nazis, who 
helped to carry out and enforce 
the anti-Jewish measures, have 
been named to administrative po- 
sitions by the military authorities, 
he was dismissed from his post 
in the provincial council of the 
Rhineland—to which he was re- 
instated after his release from 
Buchenwald—because he refused 
to compromise with the Nazis, 
and was “over-insistent on their 
removal.”
